A typical Radio contains discrete internal components such as the filter, 
amplifier and demodulator, which have become more compact and efficient over 
time.

(Radio Tenet no.3: Pragmatism and practice) 


The “front end” of a superheterodyne radio is the initial stage of a Radio 
after the antenna, intended to keep out-of-band signals from affecting the 
receiver. The mixer circuit combines the transmitted frequency with a 
continuous radio frequency generated by the “local oscillator”. The 
amplifier circuit will respond only to that component of the mixer output 
which lies at the selected “beat” frequency, thereby rejecting all other 


frequencies. 





“According to theory, the matching AOL [Analytical Overlay] is 
superimposed over the true signal line.

Early radios suffered from an effect known as frequency drift in which the 
base frequency deviates from its expected value due to component faults, 
changes in temperature, or problems with the electrical supply. A phase- 
locked loop circuit is used to dynamically keep the reception tuned by means 


of a feedback signal.

The typical Radio and antenna or aerial is a conducting interface between the 
components of the receiver and electromagnetic waves.

The Radio frequency filter is an integral component of any receiver. This 
circuit cancels out unwanted distortion and noise, allowing only the desired 
signal to pass through to the amplifier. The amplifier circuit, in turn, 
boosts the filtered signal so that it may be cleanly processed by subsequent 


components in order to produce the targeted output.
